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In Britain, No Rain 


Britain's drought is suddenly beginning to 
threaten consequences on a Stale far beyond 
anything that you woud normally asso- 
elate with water shortages. The effect on 
British agricultural production so far has 
been only moderate. But if a lack of water 
Row puts industry on short weeks, it will 
touch off another round of the gravest kind 
of trouble—starting with more unemploy~- 
ment. Britain is now struggling to restore 
its economic stability by a demanding and 
Severe strategy that leaves no margin for 
unexpected bad luck. A setback anywhere 
in this campaign immediately makes every- 
thing else more difficult to manage. 

The drought is turning into bad luck on a 
truly historic scale. It had established itself 
weeks ago as the most severe since Britain 
began keeping systematic weather records in 
the early 18th century. Although it involves 
oniy a rather limited area of the British Isles 
and the Continent, the area has enormous 
industria] Importance. The lack of rain has 
had unwelcome effects in other countries as 
well In France, for examp-e, the water level 
has fallen steadily in the mountain reservoirs 
and, to the government’s consternation, the 
country is having to turn heavily to im- 
ported oil to replace the power that it ex- 
pected to draw from its hydroelectric system. 
But in Britain, the drought comes on top 
of even more serious concerns. The gov- 
ernment appointed its new coordinator of 
water policy, by a striking coincidence, on 
the same day that British unemployment 
passed 1.5 million for the first time since 
the 1930s. 

If industry can’t get the water that it 
needs, more jobs will be at stake. Britain's 
best and strongest weapon to control in~ 
fation is the wage-control agreement hbe~ 
tween the government and the unions It 
has been in effect now for 15 months with~ 
out ever having been seriously infringed; as 
an example of discipline, it has no current 
parallel in any of the democratic countries. 
But that agreement cannot be expected to 
hold up indefinitely under continuously 
rising unemployment. That point is likely 
to be made with considerable force by speak~ 
ers at the Trades Union Congress’ annual 
conference next month. 


Part Way in Namibia ei τᾶς fie Dame 


A multiracial conference representing 
e‘even tribal or ethnic groups in Namibia 
(South-West Africa) has announced plans 
for bringing that territory to independence 
from South Africa. Ten years ago, these 
Proposals would have been hailed even by 
black Afrioan governments as a break- 
through. The plans call for dismantling 
apartheid, pulling Namibia together as 2 
unitary state with safeguards for minorities 
and setting up ἃ multiracial central govern- 
ment that would aim at independence by the 
end of 1978. 


On paper this program meets many of the 
demands made over many years by biack 
Namibian leaders and their backers in black 
African governments. It envisions a Nami- 
bia very different from the one that South 
Africa’s white government was trying until 
recently to construct in the former German 
colony it has ruled since 1920. 

The nonwhite participants in the con- 
ference at Windhoek clearly proved, by their 
insistence on the scrapping of apartheid and 
their agreement to a unitary state, that they 
are far from being the stooges of the white
